The diplomats said their govern- 
ments fear the security conference 
issue is becoming entangled with 
U.S.-Soviet detente politics, to the 
point that Washington might exert 
irresistible Pressire im areas that 
basically concern Europe. 

The Soviet Union had hoped to 
finish the third stage by last year. 
Many governments had predicted it 
would be held--this summer. But 
the diplomats said the earliest date 
now probably will ‘be October or 
November.
